PRODUCTION  NOTES 

THE  STORY  OF  “OKLAHOMA!” 


Oklahoma!  has  become  an  American  classic  of  gigantic  proportions.  Based  on 
Lynn  Riggs’  folk  play,  Green  Grow  the  Lilacs  (produced  by  the  Theatre  Guild  in 
1930),  Oklahoma!  represents  the  first  professional  collaboration  of  Richard  Rodgers 
and  Oscar  Hammerstein  II  —  a  collaboration  which  was  destined  to  make  them  the 
foremost  exponents  of  a  vital,  vibrant  American  art  form  —  the  musical  theatre. 

The  original  production  had  its  world  premiere  in  New  Haven,  Connecticut  on 
March  11,  1943  under  the  title,  Away  We  Go.  By  the  time  the  preBroadway  tour 
opened  in  Boston,  a  considerable  job  of  rewriting  had  been  done.  One  of  the  major 
production  changes  was  the  expansion  of  the  song—  Oklahoma  into  a  full  choral 
number.  So  effective  was  the  audience  response  to  the  number  that  the  title  of  the 
show  was  changed  from  Away  We  Go  to—  Oklahoma! 

When  the  production  opened  in  New  York  on  the  evening  of  March  31,  1943  it 
proved  to  be  an  exciting,  delightful  and  imaginative  theatrical  experience.  From  the 
moment  the  curtain  rose  on  the  first  strains  of  “Oh,  What  a  Beautiful  Mornin’  ’’  down 
through  the  final  scene,  the  audience  felt  a  new  kind  of  stage  art  unfolding  before 
them. 

The  next  morning  the  crowds  started  forming  outside  the  St.  James’  Theatre  box 
office  and  they  kept  on  forming  for  the  next  5  years. 

Since  its  initial  opening  in  New  York,  Oklahoma!  made  stage  history  on  several 
counts: 

*  Its  Broadway  run  of  5  years  and  9  weeks  (2,248  consecutive 
performances)  and  its  New  York  box  office  gross  of  7  million  dollars  broke 
all  existing  records. 

*The  National  touring  company  performed  before  10  million  people  in 
250  cities  in  the  U.S.  and  Canada. 

*There  were  touring  companies  in  England,  Australia,  Italy,  France, 
Norway,  Denmark  and  South  Africa. 

*It  won  a  special  Pulitzer  Prize  for  drama  in  1944. 

*It  was  the  first  Broadway  musical  to  be  recorded  with  the  original  cast. 

*The  title  song  has  been  designated  by  an  act  of  legislature  as  the  official 
song  of  the  State  of  Oklahoma. 

*The  film  version  (released  in  1955)  grossed  approximately  8  million 
dollars  within  one  year. 

In  addition  to  its  popular  audience  appeal  and  financial  achievements,— 
Oklahoma!  set  a  new  pattern  for  musicals  in  which  all  elements  of  production:  music, 
lyrics,  dialogue,  choreography  and  decor  became  an  indispensable  part  of  a  total  unit. 

For  the  past  thirty-five  years  .  .  .  “the  Oklahoma!  sun  has  shone  with  ever- 
increasing  radiance.  Its  lustre  has  never  dimmed.  It  still  shines  wherever  honest  words 
and  inspired  music  sing  themselves  into  the  heart.’’"

ABOUT  SHIRLEY  JONES 

Recipient  of  the  M.T.S.  Award  of  Distinction 

Shirley  Jones'  successes  are  as  shiny  as  her  trophies.  Her  triumphs  include  her 
winning  an  Oscar  for  the  motion  picture  “Elmer  Gantry,’’  an  Emmy  nomination  in 
television  and  four  highly  successful  years  as  the  star  of  the  ABC-TV  series,  “The 
Partridge  Family." 

Shirley  studied  dramatics  at  the  Pittsburgh  Playhouse  and  sang  in  the  Pittsburgh 
Civic  Light  Opera  Company  productions.  She  then  went  to  New  York,  intending  to 
enroll  in  the  New  Jersey  Centenary  College  for  girls,  majoring  in  music  and  fine  arts. 

Her  vocal  coach,  however,  arranged  for  her  to  sing  for  Rodgers  and 
Hammerstein.  The  noted  musical  comedy  impresarios  were  impressed  by  her  voice 
and  blonde  beauty  and  signed  her  to  a  contract.  Her  first  Broadway  appearance  was 
as  one  of  the  nurses  in  the  chorus  of  “South  Pacific." 

After  “South  Pacific,"  Rodgers  and  Hammerstein  gave  Shirley  a  small  role  in  their 
next  musical,  “Me  and  Juliet,"  and  she  subsequently  played  the  lead  when  the  show 
went  on  a  national  tour. 

It  was  while  she  was  on  the  road  with  this  show  that  Rodgers  and  Hammerstein 
arranged  for  her  to  fly  to  Hollywood  to  test  for  the  starring  role  of  “Laurie"  in  their  film 
version  of  “Oklahoma!"  The  role  at  that  time  was  as  sought  after  as  the  role  of  Scarlett 
had  been  in  “Gone  With  The  Wind"  and  was  attracting  national  attention. 

Practical-minded  Shirley  Jones  had  forgotten  her  test  and  was  back  touring  in 
“Me  and  Juliet"  when  she  received  a  telephone  call  from  Hollywood,  advising  her  that 
she  had  been  chosen  to  play  the  part.  Her  selection  for  “Oklahoma!"  brought  her 
national  acclaim  and  worldwide  press  exposure  in  newspapers  and  magazines. 

From  the  beginning,  Shirley  emerged  as  a  top  Hollywood  film  star.  Appearing  in 
major  productions  with  James  Cagney,  Gordon  MacRae,  James  Stewart,  Richard 
Widmark,  and  Henry  Fonda,  she  reached  the  next  pinnacle  of  her  career  with  an 
Oscar-winning  performance  in  “Elmer  Gantry."  In  this  film,  with  Burt  Lancaster,  she 
displayed  startling  versatility  to  reverse  the  impression  of  the  All-American  girl  she  had 
portrayed  in  “Oklahoma!"  and  came  up  with  a  poignant  and  powerful  performance  as 
the  lost  and  touching  prostitute,  Lulu  Baines. 

In  direct  contrast  to  “Elmer  Gantry,"  and  showing  her  versatility  once  again, 
Shirley’s  next  film  was  Meredith  Wilson’s  joyous  musical,  “The  Music  Man"  in  which 
she  co-starred  with  Robert  Preston. 

Following  “The  Music  Man,"  Shirley  starred  in  two  pictures  in  succession  for 
MGM,  “The  Courtship  of  Eddie’s  Father"  with  Glenn  Ford  and  “Ticklish  Affair."  She 
proved  herself  a  sparkling  light  comedienne  in  Universal’s  “Bedtime  Story,"  in  which 
she  starred  with  Marlon  Brando  and  David  Niven,  and  in  MGM’s  “The  Secret  of  My 
Success."  She  also  completed  “The  Happy  Ending"  motion  picture  for  Richard 
Brooks,  who  directed  her  Oscar-winning  performance  in  “Elmer  Gantry,”  and  “The 
Cheyenne  Social  Club"  with  James  Stewart  and  Henry  Fonda. 

Shirley  was  nominated  for  an  Emmy  for  the  World  Premiere  film  she  made  for 
Universal,  “Silent  Night,  Lonely  Night,"  and  has  starred  in  other  television  specials 
including  “The  Family  Nobody  Wanted"  for  ABC-TV  and  “Winner  Take  All"  in  which 
she  played  a  lady  gambler  for  NBC-TV.
